PARIS, Sept. 29 (AP).—French 
advices from the front today report- 


ed a French advance down the) 


eastern bank of the Moselle River 
which carried French lines forward 
about 1500 yards to the outskirts of 
the German villages of Besch and 
Borg. 

The dispatches said the advance 
was made with little fighting and 
accomplished a rectification of the 
French front. 

A light German counter-attack 
half a mile to the east was said to 
have been repulsed. 

Heavy French artillery fire, the 
dispatches said, drove the Germans 
out of the woods bordering the road 

eading to Borg. Then the infan- 
ry, preceded by tanks, rug in to 
hold it. The first patrols were 

' said to have found only wounded 
Germans in the woods, others of 
the enemy having been driven out 
by the artillery. 

President Lebrun and Air Minis- 
ter La Chambre visited the zone of 
combat today.

Should, 
however, the effort of both gov 
ernments remain unsuccessful, 
the fact would thereby be estab- 
lished that England and France 
are responsible for a continua- 
tion of the war, in which case 
the governments of Germany 
and the U. S. S. R. will consult 
each other as to necessary meas- 
ures.

The newspaper, 
Le Matin, said the sausage-shaped, 
captive balloons could ride out a 
50-mile-an-hour gale at an altitude 
of more than 30,000 feet. It de- 
clared the cables could withstand 
a 2640-pound pull each and were 
“certain death” for colliding air at- 
tackers. 
_An official report that 12 Ger- 
man submarines had been sunk by 
the British and the French fleets 
in less than a month was dis- 
closed last night. 

The President of the Chamber of 
Deputies Naval Commission, Jean- 
michel Renaitour, told the Cham- 
ber British units had sunk 10 
U-boats and the French two. 

Military observers said the rate. 
of destruction was in excess of the 
rapidity with which Germany 
could replace submarines and train 
new personnel. 

The official disclosure coincided 
with military reports that French 
bombing planes were carrying out 
missions of “capital importance” 
nightly aginst German military ob- 
jectives. 


German Troop Movement West- 
ward Reported at Height. 

BASEL, Switzerland, Sept. 2 
(AP).—Reports reaching Basel in- 
dicate that if the French and Brit- 
ish plan to strike the Siegfried 
line before German Eastern forces 
are established there it must be 
within the next few days. 

Movement of German troops ard 
material from Poland to the West- 
ern front now appears to observers 
here to be at its height. The move- 
ment began a week ago. 

It was noted here that French 
communiques themselves reported 
Allied aviation increased its op- 
servation flights deep into Ger- 
many over various lines of com- 
munication. 

Reports reaching here said trains 
loaded with troops and war sup- 
plies moved all day and all night 
through Baden, Central Germany, 
from the Polish front. 

Most of the troops which fourit 
actively on the Polish front were 
given a rest by relieving garrisons 
outside the Western front war zone, 
which in turn were sent into the 
Siegfried fortifications, 

Some Sent Direct to Front. 

Some units participating in the 
fighting in Polish sectors where re- 
sistance was weak were sent direct- 
ly into the Siegfried line. Their 
stories of the Polish campaign were 
expected to raise the morale of the 
Germans on the Western front,

Both partners 
will give effect to this economic 
program in such a way that the 
volume of the German-Soviet 
exchange of goods will again 
attain a high peak. 

“Both Governments in exe- 
cution of the aforementioned 
measures will immediately make 
the necessary arrangements and 
take care that negotiations will 
be brought under way and con- 
cluded as fast as possible. 

“Permit me, Herr Reich’s 
Minister, to assure you again of 
my highest esteem, 

“(Signed) MOLOTOV.” 


The Reich’s Foreign Minister 
von Ribbentrop on his part ad- 
dressed a letter to the Soviet 
Russian chief of Government 
and Foreign Commissar where- 
in he acknowledged receipt of 
the above letter. 

The reply of the Foreign Min- 
ister repeats details of Molo- 
tov’s letter addressed to him 
and concludes with the words: 
“In the name and’ by order of 
the German®Y¥Reich’s Govern- 
ment, I approve of this com- 
munication and would like to 
inform you that the German 
Reich’s Government also on her 
part will do everything neces- 
sary to conform to this spirit.”

ROYAL GIFTSTOREDS 
WRAPPED BY KING OF 
BULGARIA IN PERSON 


Boris Sends 20 Pounds of 
Choicest Cigarettes to Stalin, 
Molotov, Voroshilov. 


SOFIA, Sept. 29 (AP).—Cigarettes 
wrapped by King Boris himself 
were reported to have been dis- 
patched to Moscow as a royal gift 
to Soviet Union dignitaries. 

It was said 20 pounds of Bulga- 
ria’s choicest cigarettes were car- 
ried to the Russian capital by Cul 
Vasil Boydeff, chief of the Bulga- 
rian Air Force. 

The cigarettes bore Boris’ insig- 
nia and were addressed by the King 
in separate packages to Joseph Sta- 
lin, Secretary of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Communist party; 
Premier-Foreign Commissar Vya- 
cheslavy Molotov, and War Commis- 
sar Marshal Kiementi E. Voroshi- 
lov.

STORY OF U-BOAT MEN 
WHO SANK COURAGEOUS 


Spokesman Tells in Berlin Pa- 
per of Escape From 


Depth Bombs. 


BERLIN, Sept. 29 (AP).—An in- 
terview ascribed tu a member of 
the crew of the submarine which 
sank the British aircraft carrier 
Courageous and describing the 
submersible’s escape from British 
depth bombs was published today 
by the Berliner Zeitung am Mittag. 

The German high command in- 
sists that the submarine returned 
safely to its base with only slight 
damage. (A _ British statement 
shortly after the sinking of the 
Courageous Sept. 17 said it was 
believed British destroyers had 
sunk the German vessel.) 

The helmsman of the submarine, 
quoted in the interview, said the 
‘Courageous was hit by several tor- 
pedoes, after which the submarine 
submerged to greater depths in 
anticipation of a counter-attack by 
the destroyers. 

The submarine “shortly thereaft- 
er was showered with a series of 
depth bombs by a_ considerable 
number of English destroyers 
which were to provide safe con- 
duct for the Courageous,” the paper 
quoted the helmsman as saying. 
The terrific vibrations of the 
depth charges broke gauge glasses, 
panels on clocks and pressure in- 
dicators, he said. None, however, 
hit the submarine, which was trav- 
eling deep at slow speed and which 
finally managed to escape.

FREIGHTERS SUN 
IN THE NORTH SEA 


Two Torpedoed, Other 
Hits Mine; Crews Saved 
—Country’s First U- 
Boat Losses in War. 


OSLO, Norway, Sept. 29 (AP).— 
Three Norwegian freighters were 
sunk today and yesterday in the 
North but no lives were lost. 
Survivors of two sinkings said 
their ships were torpedoed — the 
first losses of Norwegian shipping 
ascribed to submarines since tht 
war began. 

The third ship was said to have 
struck a mine, as had the Nor- 
wegian motorship Ronda on Sept. 
13. Seventeen lives were lost in 
the Ronda sinking. 

The latest ships sunk were: 

The England-bound Takastaas, 
1830 tons, reported torpedoed early 
today off Marstein on the Nor- 
wegian coast. The crew took to 
lifeboats and rowed to shore, 

The Jern, 1200 tons, sunk yester- 
day afternoon off Kristiansand. 
Members of the crew of 15 said the 
commander of a submarine gave 
them 15 minutes to get into their 
lifeboat before their ship was tor- 
pedoed. They were picked ur by 
the Swedish steamer Caledunia, 
later transferred to a Norwegian 
Coast Patrol boat which put them 
ashore at Kristiansand. 

The Salaas, 2000 tons, struck a

escaped before it went down. | 
Both the Takstaas and the Jcrn 
were loaded with woodpulp. The 
German Legation announced that 
all sorts of wood now are consid- 
ered by Germany to be contraband. 
The cargo of the Salaas was not 
disclosed. 

Capt. Gebrielsen of the Jern said 
it was “impossible now to get across 
the North Sea “except by convoys.” 
“Germany has a barrier of sub- 
marines co-operating with air- 
planes,” he said. .

BAKERY, INVENTOR 


Developed Idea of Wrapped 
Bread and Devised Auto- 


Scale Use. 


Gustav C. Papendick Sr., 55 years 
old, president of the Papendick 
Bakery Co. and inventor of bakery 
machinery, died last night of com- 
plications, after an operation at 
St. Luke’s Hospital, where he was 
taken when he became ill last 
Monday. He lived at 7070 Wash- 
ington avenue, University City. 
He learned the bakery business 
as a boy from his father, who 
started a small retail business in 
North St. Louis 45 years ago. To- 
gether they developed a delivery 
business and later established the 
present concern at 2107 Destrehan 


street. 

Mr. Papendick developed the 
idea of wrapped bread and intro- 
duced sliced bread in 1928. So far 
as is known he invented the first 
automatic slicer adaptable to large 
production use, 

He devised a holding tray to 
make possible the wrapping and 
marketing of sliced bread until 
wrapping machinery was produced 
for sliced bread. He patented and 
held complete control of the use 
of the tray. 

He designed machinery to divide 
loaves, then to reassemble them 
automatically, and altogether held 
eight patents pending in bread- 
handling machinery.

It appears 
now that while changing the face 
of Market street is relatively sim- 
ple, it is another matter to change 
some of the Market streeters. 
Yesterday afternoon was sunny 
and there was a bustle of activity 
along both sides, Business was 
thriving in the bars, the pawnshops, 
the Coney Island stands, the pool- 
rooms and-in the rest of the jum- 
ble of small, untidy places that 
make up a good deal of the trade 
of Market street. The sidewalk 
club was out, too, and while the 
members weren’t spending much, 
they reported a fairly good day re- 
trieving cigar butts and panhan- 
dling nickels. 


Same Old Market Street. 
From the river west for a few 
blocks there hasn’t even been much 
physical change in the street. The 
section was not affected by the 
widening wor's, and on either side 
of the rough paving the rescue 
missions, with their collections of 
derelicts, and the printing compa- 
nies and wholesale houses look 
much the same as they did when 
the Mississippi, in easy sight down 
the steep hill, was crowded with 
traffic. 

Once up to Fourth street, though, 
Market takes on a livelier air. 
Drug stores and magazine stands 
and lunch rooms keep up a steady 
struggle for cheerfulness in the 
shadow of the old Court House, 
which is black and gloomy-looking 
on the brightest days. In this 
block, also, is Jacob Wittman, ‘Vi- 
ennese Master Barber,” who “mod- 
els your hair to suit your face.” He 
is happy and perfectly content with 
his location, sandwiched between 
an artificial limb company and a 
shoe shop, 

Broadway brings the bars and 
the tattooing and the dice-makers. 
There is a queue of eating places, 
of no outstanding elegance, serv- 
ing as they do a complete meal for 
15 cents. Inside most of them a 
group of silent, intent men may 
usually be found trying to beat the 
pin games, with women watching, 
thoughtfully chewing toothpicks. At 
the Pioneer Coffee Shop no order 
is over a dime and S.. Boxerman, 
next door, will buy or sell any- 
thing, specializing in harmonicas, 
violins and tools. His radio was 
tuned to the ball game when the 
reporter passed, and when Mr. Box- 
erman, leaning against a coat 
stand, was asked the score, he 
said, “What score?” 

“The baseball game.” 

“Baseball! I should worry!” he 
said.

reported the Poles were attacking 
Breslau, in Germany, and there 
was great jubiiation when it was 
announced that Polish artillery was 
shelling Danzig. 

“With this kind of news and the 
frontier so far away, the people 
couldn’t understand how the Ger- 
mans could continue coming back 
in their planes.”

JOHNSON ACT 
ENTERS THE FIGHT 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 (AP). — 
Chairman Pittman of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee said 
today that the administration's neu- 
trality bill would modify the John- 
son Act forbidding loans to nations 
in default on World War debts. 
Senator Johnson (Rep,), Califor- 
nia, promptly announced he weuld 
offer an amendment to the hill to 
prevent it from conflicting with 
the Anti-Loan Act which he spon- 
sored several years ago. 

Pittman said he thought the 


Johnson Act would be modified by 
l@ provision of the new bill permit-/ plane. 


The legislation eould be in- 
voked either by the President 
of by a majority of Congress 
on a finding that “there exists 
a state of war between foreign 
states.” 

American vessels could not 
carry passengers or to

Belligerents purchasing goods

The legislation, which would wipe 
out the existing embargo on the 
sale of American armaments to bel- 
ligerents, also was changed to per- 
mit American airplanes to land 
passengers and mail at all bellig- 
erent bases in the Pacific and the 
China Sea. The expanded provi- 
sion makes it clear that American 
planes can land at Hongkong.

organized in Missouri and those 
organized elsewhere but operating 
in this State, the answer asserts. 
charging that, for this reason, this 
is a special ‘or local law of the 
type forbidden by the State Con- 
stitution. It is also argued that the 
statute, through its provision that 
acts denounced by it shall be 
“deemed and held” by the courts as 
a forfeiture of the charter of the 
corporation responsible, is a legis- 
lative encroachment on powers 2nd 
functions vested exclusively in the 
courts by the Constitution. 
Although no question of the dis- 
charge of any Union Electric em- 
ploye has béen raised, the answer 
uses as another point of attack on 
the constitutionality of the law a 
complaint: that the clause prohibit- 
ing the discharge of an employe 
for his political opinions—“no mat- 
ter how inimical such opinions may 
be to private property rights and 
to the rights and interests of an 
employer in a particular case’”’—is 
an arbitrary restraint on liberty 
of contract and management of 
private property. If enforcea 
against Union Electric, this would 
deprive the company of liberty and 
property without due process of 
law, in violation of the State and 
Federal Constitutions, it is added. 

Declares Title Defective. 
Another allegation is that the 
title of the act is legally defective 
and that the act contains more 
than one subject, in violation of 
the State Constitution. For the 
various reasons set forth, the an- 
swer continues, the statute is whol- 
ly void and unenforceable and no 
judgment based upon it may be 
rendered validly. In general, all 
allegations of the suit are denied 
and, specifically, the company in- 
sists that it is not “located” in St. 
Charles, within the meaning of the 
act. Hence, the company continues 
to argue that the Court lacks ju- 
risdiction. 

Contentions that the company is 

“located” in St. Louis, where its 
general office is, which were made 
in oral arguments on a plea at- 
tacking jurisdiction, are repeated 
in the answer, which is careful to 
maintain the company’s position in 
this respect. 
Union Electric, a subsidiary of 
North American Co., is represented 
in the suit by the St. Louis law 
firms of Williams, Nelson & En- 
glish and Igoe, Carroll, Keefe & 
McAfee and by Joseph B. Wentker, 
former Prosecuting Attorney of St. 
Charles County.

Detailed accounts of the horror 
that followed the sinking of the 
Athenia on Sept. 3, first day of the 


European war, were given to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday 
by four young women survivors, 


college students, who passed 
through St. Louis on the way back 
to their homes in Texas, 

Miss Catherine Mackey, 23 years 

old, and her 21-year-old _ sister, 
Louise, of Gladewater, Tex., were 
in the lifeboat which was smashed 
by the propeller of the Norwegian 
rescue ship Knute Nelson, result- 
ing in heavy loss of life. They told 
of reaching another lifeboat, which 
had been capsized, and clinging to 
it in the icy sea for three hours 
with eight other persons until they 
were picked up by a British @e- 
stroyer. 
Miss Margaret Doggett, 20 years 
old, and Miss Betty Jane Stewart, 
18, whose homes are in Dallas, Tex., 
told of their rescue by the Knute 
Nelson after a chilling experience 
in a crowded lifeboat of the Athe- 
nia. Miss Doggett’s parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. E. B. Doggett, were killed 
in an automobile accident in Texas 
last March. 

Saw Companions Drowned. 
What affected Miss Catherine 
Mackey most, she said, was the 
sight of fellow-passengers in the 
smashed lifeboat drowning all 
around her. Her sister recalled 
with a shudder the bodies lying on 
the deck of the Athenia after the 
explosion. 

“It was very cold in the lifeboat 
and when we saw the lights of the 
Knute Nelson about 3 a, m, every- 
body was overjoyed,” Catherine 
Mackey related. “The sea was very 
rough and they threw a rope to us. 
“We don’t know exactly what hap- 
pened but we could feel ourselves 
slipping back toward the stern. I 
remember men shouting frantically, 
‘Don’t let it slip,’ and pulling on the 
rope. Then the propeller started up 
and we slipped back into it. 
“There was a splintering crash 
and people flying every which way. 
Louise and I jumped into the water 
with our life preservers on. We 
had been sitting in the middle of 
the boat on the side opposite that 
struck by the propeller. 

“The worst thing was seeing peo- 
ple drown all around us. They had 
life preservers but they were ex- 
hausted. It was bitter cold and the 
waves dashing in their faces 
strangled them. 

Clung to Overturned Boat. 
“We floated around awhile, drift- 
ing away from the Knute Nelson, 
and finally saw an overturned life- 
boat. We hung on with another 
woman and seven men, , 
“About three hours later a Brit- 
ish destroyer came into sight. They 
pulled us up with ropes and the 
first thing they said when we got 
on deck was to ask us, if we'd 
have a spot of tea. They gave us 
hot tea, wrapped us in blankets and 
took us to Scotland.” 

While they were in the water, 
the young women said, they clung 
to their purses, containing their 
passports, railroad tickets and 
money. 
Miss Stewart and Miss Doggett 
told of huddling together in their 
lifeboat, together with a man clad 
in trousers and undershirt, under

Tiny Principality Also Loses 
Stamp Revenue and Tax 
on Holding Firms. 


VADUZ, Liechtenstein, Sept. 29 
(AP), — Liechtenstein, Europe's 
“postage stamp” principality, felt 
the pinch of war today. 

While most of Western Europe. 
mobilized or took military precau- 
tions when war began, Liechten- 
stein, its 65 square miles sand- 
wiched between Switzerland and 
Germany, did little more than thank 
its lucky stars that it was linked 
closely with Switzerland after Aus- 


ness in the Eighth Federal Reserve

the outbreak of war in Europe, the 
Federal Reserve Bank of St. Louis 
observed today in its monthly re- 
port of business conditions for Au- 
gust, which also took cognizance 
of developments early in Septem- 
ber.

and raw materials have been ap- 
parent, the report said.

“Through August, the steady im- 
provement which had been in prog- 
ress since last spring was carried 
further forward. The betterment 
extended to virtually all lines of 
activity, including several which 
ordinarily undergo a seasonal de- 
cline at this time of year. Pro- 
duction of manufactured goods in- 
creased and distribution through 
both wholesale and retail channels 
expanded in more than seasonal 
amount. 

More Employment. 

“The employment situation un- 
derwent further noticeable im- 
provement, both in manufacturing 
and other lines of activity.” 

The St. Louis Terminal Rail- 
way Association interchanged 76,- 
969 loaded cars for 28 connecting 
lines in August, as compared with 
73,766 in the corresponding month 
last year. During the first nine 
days of September, the interchange 
amounted to 22,991 loaded cars, 
whereas only 21,297 were handled 
in the corresponding period last 
year. 

Lead and zinc production of 
mines in the Eighth Districr 
reached the highest point of the 
year in August and has further 
increased in September, the report 
stated. Coal mines of the district 
produced 23.1 per cent more coal 
in August than in July and 9.2 per 
cent more than in August, 1933. ln 
Illinois, 84 mines, with 24,2223 men 
on payrolls, were operating last 
month, as against 77 active mines 
and 22,263 workers in July. Illi- 
nois coal production in August 
was 2,884,255 tons, compared with 
2,167,579 in July and 2,760,098 in 
August, 1938. 

Steel Output Increased. 

Virtually all divisions of the fron 
and steel Industry shared in im- 
proved business during August and 
the first half of September. There 
was a notable increase in produc- 
tion of steel mills and some spe- 
cialty manufacturers, including en- 
gine and machinery builders ana 
producers of stoves and heating 
equipment. Large pig iron ship- 
ments were due partly to insist- 
ence by producers that low-pricea 
tonnage which might result rrom 
tonnage under contract to be tak- 
en at once, and partly to avoid 
shortage which might result from 
the European situation, the report 
said. 

Dollar volume of sales by depart- 
ment stores of the district was 21.7 
greater in August than in July and 
121 more than in August, 1938. 
For the first eight months of this 
year department store sales were 
6.2 per cent greater than for the 
corresponding period of 1938. Sept. 
1 inventories were 1.4 per cent less 
than on that date last year. St. 
Louis department stores reported a 
25.3 per cent increase in August 
business as compared with July 
and 115 per cent as against last 


August. 

Sales by wholesale and jobbing 
firms were reported as greater by 
16.1 per cent than in July. A 3.7 
per cent improvement for the first 
eight months of the year was 
shown. Sharp increases in sales 
of all lines were reported for the 
first half of September. 

Manufacturers and wholesalers 
reported August sales increases as 
compared with those of July of this 
year and August, 1938, respectively, 
in percentages as follows: Auto- 
motive supplies, 11.2 and 11.2; dry 
goods, 63.8 and 8.2; furniture, 26.9 
and 31.3; groceries, 139 and 5.9;

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—As- 


serting that it is absolutely neces- 
sary to change our present Neu- 
trality Act because it is “so word- 
ed that there is extreme danger it 
will draw us into war,” Represent- 
ative John J. Cochran. (Dem.), St. 
Louis, enumerated in today’s Con- 
gressional Record 11 contradictory 
conditions which he said handi- 
capped this Government in its ef- 
forts to keep from becoming in- 
volved in the European conflict. 
Cochran has received between 
5000 and 6000 letters and tele- 
grams regarding revision of the 
Neutrality Act. He said that this 
mail was diveded into two general 
classes. One group demanded that 
there should be no change in the 
existing law and the other that 
this country be kept out of war. 
Cochran’s speech in the Record was 


an answer to these communica- 
tions. 
Cites 11 Points of Law. 

President Roosevelt, Cochran 
said, had faithfully performed his 
duties in issuing proclamations un- 
der the present act, but was not 
responsible for the following con- 


iditions because he must obey the 


law: 

“1, American vessels may go into 
any sea area even in the face of 
danger from mines, submarines 
and aircraft of belligerents. 

“2. American citizens may travel 
on American or other neutral ves- 
sels through areas made dangerous 
by mines, submarines, and aircraft 
of belligerents. 

“3. American vessels may carry 
scrap iron, scrap steel, copper,, cot- 
ton, ofl and other essential war ma- 
terials to belligerents. 

“4. Motor trucks and. tractors 
may be exported to belligerents but 
not armored motor trucks. 

“5. Cotton may be exported to 
belligerents but not gun cotton. 

“6. Brass tubing in pipe form 
may be exported to belligerents but 
not brass tubing in shell form. 

“7, Lead in the form of bars may 
be exported to belligerents but not 
lead in the form of bullets. 

“8—Steel for guns may be ex- 
ported to belligerents but not guns. 
“9—American exporters may sell 
goods to belligerents without trans- 
fer of title to the purchaser, which 
means that American goods on the 
high seas are subject to destruc- 
tion by opposing belligerents, 
“10—Trucks and tractors contain- 
ing an engine that could be in- 
stalled in an airplane or tank may 
be exported to belligerents.

Plea to Constituents. 


Cochran asked his constituents to 
analyze carefully what can be sent 
to belligerents in American bottoms 
and to determine for themselves 
whether the law should remain un- 
changed. 

“No matter what action Congress 
takes on neutrality,” he observed, 
“it cannot satisfy all belligerents. 
Our one desire should be to enact 
a law that will eliminate, so far as 
it is humanly possible to do 40, 
the danger of our country becoming 
involved, 

“We should by all means take the 
profits out of war by proper taxa- 
tion and we should make profiteer- 
ing a felony. 

“Our merchant marine will suffer 
financially by preventing our ships 
from carrying arms, munitions and 
so forth, but what is that loss :n 
comparison with the life of one 
American? 

“Under existing law nothing can 
prevent our ships from entering a 
combat zone. I éan see in advance 
the temper of our people if some of 
our ships are destroyed, It is our 
duty by law to keep our ships out.”

Distrust of Roose- 
velt in Neutrality 
Fight—He Acts to 
Prove Good Faith. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29. 


HERE can be no blinking the 
T ict that the cause of arms em- 

bargo repeal is being impeded 
by an uneasy feeling in the coun- 
try that the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, despite all official protesta- 
tions to the contrary, is “war- 
minded.” The idea runs through 
hundreds of the letters which have 
poured in upon Congressmen that 
Mr. Roosevelt and his associates, 
because of their known sympathies 
for England and France, are not 
so stanch against American involve- 
ment in the war as they should 
be. Not to put too fine a point 
upon it, the administration is the 
object of distrust on the part of a 
great many sincere people—people 
who, in many cases, have been 
firmly with it on domestic issues. 


Unthinkable though it is that 
Mr. Roosevelt wants the United 
States to get into the war, there 
has unfortunately been enough uf 
the saber-rattling quality in certain 
of his acts and utterances, as well 
as in those of some of his subordi- 
nates, to give some color of justi- 
fication to the uneasiness in the 
present crisis. 


Mr. Roosevelt has preferred to 
take, from the beginning, a firm 
stand against the dictatorships, be- 
lieving that such a stand was the 
Only one compatible with the dig- 
nity and the conscience of this. na- 
tion and the one, moreover, best 
calulated to keep the United States 
out of trouble in the future. In this 
belief he has had the support of 
a great part of the American pub- 
lic. 

The proper quarrel with him, if 
any, is on the ground that he has 
been at times unduly impulsive and 
dramatic. His recent proclamation 
of a state of limited emergency is 
a case in point. The effect of this 
was only to heighten the jittery 
feeling in the country. 

Whether or not there aré more 
substantial grounds for distrust of 
Mr. Roosevelt at this time, the fact 
is that distrust exists; and this fact 
must be reckoned with in the cur- 
rent fight over neutrality. 

Before me as I write is a letter 
from a thoughtful citizen of St. 
Louis, a Roosevelt adherent, who 
has been disturbed by a letter from 
one of the Washington agencies 
which purport to give business men 
“inside information” on what is go- 
ing on at the capital. This same 
tipster letter is also the basis of 
an article in the Sept. 30 issue of 
the Socialist Call, the official or- 
gan of the Socialist Party in the 
United States. 

The article is headed with a ban- 
ner line across the top of the first 
page, “War Is Close, Business Is 
Told!” It says, referring to the 
Sept. 16 outgiving of the agency re- 
ferred to, that “American business 
men have received word through 
their usual reliable sources that 
the administration expects to take 
the country into war very soon, 
perhaps by January.” The Social- 
ist Call’s.paraphrase overstates in 
some degree—but not by much— 
what the agency said, but what it 
said was certainly calculated to 
alarm anybody not thoroughly fa- 
miliar with he background of 
events at Washington. 


The agency said, as quoted by 
the Call and by my correspondent 
that in high official circles there 
was solemn talk of the “possibhil- 
ity” of our being at war by Janu- 
ary. It went on to expatiate on 
this possibility in a way that led 
the correspondent to say that 
“either this agency is misrepresent- 
ing the administration or the ad- 
ministration is misrepresenting it- 
self to the public. One or the other 
should be smoked out.” 


Now it is doubtless true that 
around the date in question there 
was in high official quarters 
“solemn talk” about the possibilitv 
of our being in the war by Janu- 
ary. There was solemn talk to the 
same effect in high business quar- 
ters, in barber shops and in coun- 
try stores. The information that 
high officials were talking about 
the possibility of our early involve- 
ment in war could have been read 
in any daily newspaper. Of course 
they were talking about it. Among 
them were some who scouted the

Britain and France 
Now Must Decide 
What to Do—or 
What Not to Do.

LONDON, Sept. 29. 

ACED by one of the worst flesh- 
Feana-biood nightmares which has 

ever confronted the Western Eu- 
ropean Powers, Great Britain and 
France today went into consulta- 
tion with each other in an attempt 
to decide what to do and—more im- 
portant—what not to do, about it. 

There is no longer any point in 
denying that the traditional fear for 
Western diplomacy has been reai- 
ized. Russia and Germany have 
joined hands, have extinguished Po- 
land as a nation, and have divided 
up its territories between them. F'i- 
nally, they have thrown down the 
gauntlet to France and Britain 
with a joint demand that the latter 
countries shall cease the embryonic 
hostilities which they have begun 
against Germany in the West and 
submit to a peace which could only 
mean material and moral capitula- 
tion to Berlin. 

No other interpretation can be 
given to today’s momentous com- 
munique from Moscow and to one 
critical section of the agreement: 
“In case of the war being continued, 
joint consultations will take place 
between the German and Soviet 
Governments on the subject of 
necessary measures.” 

Situation of Allies. 

In other words, France and Brit- 
ain are faced with a _ situation 
which could only be worse if Ger- 
many and Russia were to sign an 
open military alliance or if they 
had said openly what they have 
insinuated—that Russia will sup- 
port Germany if France and Brit- 
ain do not agree to an armistice. 

No amount of wishful thinking 
can destroy the fact that Russia 
and Germany are completely in 
cahoots and that Dictator Stalin, 
during the present stage of the 
war at least, is willing to back 
Fuehrer Hitler in his attempt to 
bring the western democracies to 
heel. 

This has not prevented people 
here from having their hopes and 
as long as those hopes persist a 
violent reaction is out of the ques- 
tion. The hope, briefly stated, is 
that Russia and Germany will not 
be able to agree about Southeast- 
ern Europe and the Baltic, that 
Russia will refrain from _ active 
combat on the side of Germany, 
and that eventually the two will 
be in such complete disagreement 
that Germany will be fully occu- 
pied on its Eastern frontier, As 
long as this feeling lingers, it will 
naturally be the purpose of the 
Allies to nurse the Russians along 
and avoid doing anything to pro- 
voke them. It will also be possible 
to watch Russian acts of aggres- 
sion, such as the virtual military 
occupation of Estonia, without 
taking strong measures. 


War on Russia Unlikely, 


While the British Cabinet is still 
considering its position and the 
British and French governments 
still have to decide on a common 
line, it is generally felt here, first, 
that Great Britain and France will 
not declare war on Russia; second, 
that they will not submit to any 
peace plan which comes from Hitler 
and Stalin at the present time.,. 
and, third, that they will reaffirm

Great Fires in Warsaw Seen 
From Nazi Lines; Much of City 
Spared in Spite of Heavy Loss 


Smoke Clouds Hang Over Polish Capital Dur- 
ing Negotiations for Surrender—Armies 
Inactive After Clash.

AT WARSAW, 
(Delayed). 
LACK and gray and as broad 
B=: the city itself, a huge column 
of boiling, seething smoke rises 
from burning Warsaw today. 

The smoke thins out as it rises 
and a gentle wind draws it like a 
curtain across the cold, pale blue 
sky. Three small woolly white 
clouds ride bravely above the ctur- 
tain. 

Warsaw has been burning for 10 
days, German officers here in the 
front line say. Now negotiations 
are under way for the surrender of 
the city. If they succeed there will 
be no more bombing and no more 
shelling. No new fires will be 
started. Much and perhaps most 
of the city will be saved from the 
flames—assuming the fires which 
burn already can be brought under 
control. 

Certainly much of the city has 
been spared thus far. The long 
white building of the Student 
House, for example, can be seen 
from a factory rooftop four miles 
from the center of Warsaw and 
seems to be untouched. The de- 
clining sun blinds and gleams on 
the windows of other buildings still 
intact. | 

But it is a heavy pall which hangs 
over Warsaw, a pillar of smoke by 
day and fire by night, and thou- 
sands of shops and factories and 
homes must have been gutted by 
the flames already—homes where 
lovers used to whisper to each other 
and babies used to play and moth- 
ers mended socks and men sat and 
smoked their after-dinner pipes. 


What Germans Say. 

At first the Germans undertook 
to treat Warsaw as an open city, 
officers here say. ‘That is, they 
undertook to bomb and shell only 
the known military objectives in 
and around the city. 

Later, though, the retreating 
Polish troops poured into the city, 
an energetic commander-in-chief 
took over, hasty defenses were 
thrown up and Warsaw prepared 
to defend itself against the invader. 

The Germans still tried to spare 
the city, they say. 

First, they warned the command- 
er-in-chief that they would have to 
treat Warsaw as a military objec- 
tive and shell and bomb it unless 
he surrendered. No answer to this 
warning came, 

Next the Germans called on the 
commander-in-chief to send negoti- 
ators to the German lines. No ne- 
gotiators appeared. 

The Germans made still another 
attempt. They sent flyers over the 
city to throw out handbills, calling 
again on the city to surrender and 
promising in recognition of the 
bravery of its defenders that the 
officers would be allowed to keep 
their swords and the men would 
be sent unharmed to their homes. 
But there was no response to this 
offer, either. | 


Camp in Center of City. 

So Warsaw has, been bombed and 
shelled. An attempt has been made 
to attack only military objectives 
in the city but no such attempt can 
altogether succeed, least of all when 
—as is the case here—one of the 
objectives has been an encamp- 
ment of troops in a park in the 
heart of the city.

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afternoon in the most advanced 
German positions in the Praga sec- 
tion of Warsaw. There was a sharp 
exchange of firing here this after- 
noon in spite.of the:truce declared 
for the duration of the parleys, but 
there is no fighting at the moment.

With Refugees as

N SEPT. 12, my fifth day in 

Warsaw, at 2:30 o’clock in the 

morning, Maj. Colbern, American 
Military attache in Warsaw, arrived 
at the embassy accompanied by 
Consul William Morton. He had 
been ordered to Brest-Litovsk to 
help evacuate Americans to the 
North. Immediately I had a tre- 
mendous decision to make for there 
Was one available place in the ma- 
jor’s car. It might be my one 
chance for safety. 

I decided to stay to get some pic- 
tures. 

Never will I forget standing that 
morning at 3:30 o’clock watching 
Maj. Colbern’s car pull out, possi- 
bly cutting off my last means of 
exit to the outside world. 

Many American refugees — who 
had been. ordered three weeks ear- 
lier to leave Poland—were sleeping 
in the dug out cellar of the embassy 
building on floor, tables and chairs, 
Some were billeted in the war time 
dug out which had been made in 
the garden last year in preparation 
for the Czech crisis. 

These refugees—men, women and 
children'— were largely of Polish 
stock, some residents of Warsaw 
but most from outlying cities and 
villages, who had flocked to the 
American embassy for protection. 
Every day five or ten new refugees 
arrived from the South and West. 


As Attack Increases. 


At the time of my arrival in the 
Capital consular officers were still 
living in their own apartments and 
working at the embassy. Air raids 
were often severe in the day time; 
sometimes there were from three 
to 20 air raids daily, but not many 
bombs fell in the immediate vicin- 
ity of the embassy. 

In those early days bombs largely 
were aimed at certain vulnerable 


then. But it was not until Sept. 
13 that Warsaw was first shelled. 
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But on Sept. 17 and 18 
heavy shelling began and 
on it became dangerous to 
the streets at almost any 
night it was worst of all, 


dead on the streets each morning. 
Shelling became worse and more 
artillery kept coming up. For two 
weeks many persons at the embassy 
who left the building never 
further than across the street,

THE PEACE OVERTURES. 
It is reported from Berlin that Germany and 
Russia have signed an agreement expressing the 


| view that the war should end and containing the 


threat that, if it does not end, the two Powers will 
“consult each other as to necessary measures.” 

Paris understands that Hitler is preparing to ad- 
vance peace proposals, possibly before the week end, 
backed by the threat of a possible German-Soviet 
military alliance and concentration of Nazi troops 
on the Western front. London believes Hitler is 
working toward a spectacular “end-the-war” move, 
which would involve British-French acceptance of the 
Polish conquest. Hitler's speech at Danzig and 
numerous statements from Rome, both by Musso- 
lint and his controlled editors, tend to the same 
end. | 
It has been obvious, of course, since the war began 
that Hitler hoped to localize the war in Poland; ofr 
at least to make no move in the West which would 
stand as an irrevocable bar to an armistice offer 
following the Polish conquest. He refrained from 
bombing Paris and London; he refrained from any 
large-scale activity along the Siegfried line, so that, 
except for U-boat activity and the Allied blockade, 
the war in the West has not really begun. This, 
however, is not to discount the possible eventual 
importance of the French feeling-out tactics between 
the Maginot and Siegfried lines. 

No doubt Hitler’s desire for an end of hostilities 
is heightened by fear of what Russia might do. If 
he expected Russia to be a silent, passive and stupid 
spectator, Hitler has been gravely disappointed. 
Russia has grabbed half of Poland and has barred 
the way for a direct German invasion of Ru- 
mania: she has the Baltic States in her pocket, 
the new treaty with Estonia representing a virtual 
conquest; and, just as Germany thought that the 
Balkans were easy prey, it appears that Hitler can 
make no move in Southeastern Europe without con- 
sulting the Kremlin. 

Under the circumstances, from Hitler’s point of 
view, it would be very obliging of Britain and France 
to quit fighting; in that case, they would be at Hit- 
ler’s mercy. If he wanted British and French col- 
onies, they would be his. If he wanted to reduce 
France to economic subjection, the way would be 
open. Meanwhile, the blockade which threatens to 
suffocate Germany’s already tortured internal eton- 
omy would be lifted, and the huge French army, 
now ominously knocking at the West wall, would go 
quietly back home. 4 

Certainly, for Hitler to expect Britain and France 
to quit seems like the fantasy of an unbalanced men- 
tality. There is, of course, an element of cunning in 
it. Hitler stands today condemned in the eyes of 
the neutral world of precipitating the war by march- 
ing into Poland; by placing the burden of rejecting 
a peace offer on France and Britain, he will attempt 
to put them in a position of responsibility for the 
ensuing slaughter. 

Great Britain is preparing for a war of from three 
to 10 years in duration, meaning that it is to be a 
war of attrition. France and Britain, apparently, are 
to defend themselves against German assaults, but 
will rely, for the most part, on sealing German ports 
against life-giving supplies and materials for fight- 
ing. Such a war will be staggering in cost; it may 
beat Germany to her knees, but it may also leave the 
victors gasping, their wealth dissipated, their best 
men destroyed, their peoples in despair. 

The new German agreement with Russia may 
mean much, but the chances are that it is merely 
Hitler’s way of window-dressing his peace offer. 
Russian sincerity in working for peace must be 
doubted, since a long and exhausting war would 
tend to make it easier to spread Bolshevism over 
Western Europe. 
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. THE FIVE SENATORS WHO CHANGED OVER. 
The same Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
which last July voted 12 to 11 against considering 
revision of the Neutrality Act yesterday voted 16 
to 7 in favor of substituting the administration’s 
cash-and-carry bill. In other words, a margin of one 
vote against revision has been transformed into a 
better than 2-to-1 majority for revision. 
Comparison of the lineups of the committee on 
the two roll calls shows that 11 Senators who fa- 
vored revision last July still favor it. They are: 
Pittman of Nevada, Harrison of Mississippi, Wagner 
of New York, Connally of Texas, Thomas of Utah, 
Murray of Montana, Schwellenbach of Washington, 
Pepper of Florida, Green of Rhode Island, Barkley 
of Kentucky and Guffey of Pennsylvania. It shows 
also that seven who opposed revision in midsummer 
still oppose it, namely: Clark of Missouri, Borah 
of Idaho, Johnson of California, Capper of Kansas, 
La Follette of Wisconsin, Vandenberg of Michigan 
and Shipstead of Minnesota, 
The five who voted to postpone consideration last 
July but who now have switched over to the ad- 
ministration bill are George of Georgia, Gillette of 
Iowa, Van Nuys of Indiana, Reynolds of North 
Carolina and White of Maine. It is interesting to 
note that all these are anti-administration Sena- 
tors—that White is a Republican, that George and 
Gillette were warred on in the unsuccessful Roose- 
velt purge, that Van Nuys has been almost regularly 
anti-New Deal and that Reynolds has made no se- 
cret of his dislike for the President’s policies. In 
short, the lineup yesterday, with its reversals, sug- 
gests that the vote last July turned on personal 
politics and not on the merits of neutrality revision. 
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A NEW FLYING DUTCHMAN. 

There is a new sea classic in the writing—one that 
will take its place between the collected works of 
Joseph Conrad and “Mutiny on the Bounty.” It 
probably will push “The Flying Dutchman” right 
off the shelf. It is the story of the Bremen, the 
queen of the North German Lioyd fleet. 

There will be excitement galore in her story. She 
was in the headlines ever since 1928, wifen old Paul 
von Hindenburg broke a bottle of champagne on her 
prow. She won the North Atlantic blue ribbon time 
and again. She figured in gallant rescues at sea. 
Four years ago, she was the center of an international 
incident when New York Communists seized her 
Swastika flag—to the dismay of the State Depart- 
ment, Then, a little more than a year ago, she 
figured in a spy scare that led to the arrest of her 
red-haired hair dresser. 

There will be mystery in the story, too. Just what 
happened to the Bremen after she nosed by Am- 
brose lightship on Aug. 317 Did some British or 
French naval vessel seize the $20,000,000 prize? Did 
she succeed in sailing right through the British 
home fleet to Murmansk? Did she perform the

The story's best chapters, however, are sure to 
be the humorous ones. The British Admiralty scoffs

Friederich von der Schulenburg, refers all inquiries 
about the vessel to Mr. Churchill, England's first 
sea lord. But down in New Orleans, Baron Edward 
von Spiegel, the German Consul-General, insists that 
the Bremen is “safe and sound” in a Russian port. 
It would all be very baffling had not a school teacher 
out in Livingston, Mont., received a post-card from 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, reporting the Bremen anchored 
at Southampton. 
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THE POLAND THAT WAS. 

There is food for thought in Lloyd George’s state- 
ment yesterday that the British would not fight 
to restore to power the Polish regime which has 
just been overthrown. Although the English states- 
man uttered this in the heat of a verbal feud with 
the Polish Ambassador to London, it doubtless repre- 
sents the real sentiment of many Britons. 

For Poland was not a democracy; it was ruled 
by a military junta—the successors of stern old 
Josef Pilsudski, who started off as a Marxist and 
ended up as an iron-fisted dictator and defender 
of the status quo. 

The Constitution under which Poland was gov- 
erned was in no way an expression of liberalism 
in the accepted sense, but was based on the prin- 
ciple of the “solidarity of the elite.” It was gen- 
erously equipped with devices to keep power in the 
hands of the military clique and the landed aris- 
tocracy. 

Poland was preserving its political boundaries and 
its tariff barriers at a terrific cost to the material 
well-being of the Polish people. In a-country where 
agriculture is the chief industry, 65 per cent of 
the farms were too small to support the families 
living on them. Much of the land was sequestered 
in the hands of the “nobility,” some of whom owned 
upward of 20,000 acres. On the other hand, there 
were 4,000,000 peasants owning no land at all. 

According to Raymond Leslie Buell, former presi- 
dent of the Foreign Policy Association, most of the 
Polish farm classes lived in poverty more abject 
by far than that of the Southern tenant farmers. 
The population was increasing at the fastest rate 
to be found in Europe, but tariff walls and the lack 
of capital prevented the industrialization which 
alone could rescue the country from economic misery. 

Thus, both economically and politically, Poland 
had far less to offer than Czecho-Slovakia as a 
rallying point for the democracies in their fight 
against Fascist aggression, This is emphasized by 
the fact that only a year ago Poland, in grabbing 
Teschen from Czecho-Slovakia, participated in an 
international crime similar to that from which she 
herself is now suffering. 

If Poland is restored, her destinies should be in 
the hands of better men than oligarchs like Mos- 
cicki, Beck and Smigly-Rydz, who fled to safety in 
a foreign land while the heroic army still fought off 
the Nazi horde. |

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THE GALLANT CARDINALS BOW OUT. 

Our Cardinals should have been like Alexander 
at Arbela, like Charles Martel at Tours, like Williain 
at Hastings, Joan at Orleans and Marlborough at 
Blenheim.

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MR. WAYMAN RISES TO NEW HEIGHTS. 

City Counselor Wayman, in a letter to the Mayor, 
rises heroically to a defense of the practice of 
hiring a city lobbyist to look after St. Louis’ inter- 
ests at sessions of the Missouri Legislature. Paren- 
thetically, it may be said that Mr. Wayman writes 
with more than usual brilliance since his admirers 
at the City Hall presented him with a dictionary. 

The burden of the City Counselor’s song is that 
the city is desperately in need of a lobbyist and 
that those who carp at the practice just do not  un- 
derstand why this is so. A lot of us stupidly sup-- 
pose that because St. Louis has six State Senators and 
19 State Representatives; it should not be necessary 
to hire a lobbyist to look after the city’s interests. 

“This argument,” says Mr. Wayman, “overlooks 
entirely the fact that members of the General As- 
sembly are not elected for the purpose of represent- 
ing any particular community or locality.” That is 
a rather startling commentary on the philosophy of 
representative government. Mr. Wayman goes on: 
“They are merely elected from the various localities’ 
and communities of the State to safeguard the in- 
terests of the State... .” 

A new vista opens before our eyes. We had sup- 
posed all along that our 25 Senators and Representa- 
tives spent a good deal of time at Jefferson City 
looking after the interests of their respective dis- 
tricts. Now they appear to be disinterested and 
unselfish statesmen, weighing each bill with the 
gravity and judicial detachment of a Daniel Webster 
or a Henry Clay, with no time for consideration of 
the needs of their districts. 

Now that Mr. Wayman has clinched the case for a 
city lobbyist at Jefferson City, we hope he will pro- 
ceed to have St. Louis represented by an Ambassa- 
dor to Washington, leaving Messrs. Cochran, Hen- 
nings and Anderson as free as Putty Nose Brady 
and Jelly Roll Hogan to engage in pure statesman-

Growth of the CIO after its illegal ousting from the AFL 
has reduced issue to one of power politics and protection of the 
vested interests of strong personalities and groups, writer says; rank 
_and file want peace, but are powerless to bring leaders together.

HE problem of labor in the United States 
T nas been, above all, to remain organized. 

Having rejected “class consciousness,” 
the backbone of the European labor move- 
ment, which makes for sympathetic co-oper- 
ation even between rival unions, the new 
American labor organization came to rely 
upon mutual exclusiveness as its anchor. 

The policy of “craft autonomy” was a 
relatively simple matter in the early days of 
the AFL, but the introduction of new ma- 
terials, processes and tools, or the subdivi- 
sion of skill into machine-tending and a host 
of problems attendant upon the progress of 
mass production, the assembly line and the 
automatic process, gave rise to new prob- 
lems of jurisdiction among the craft unions. 

Inside the AFL, there were rumblings of 
disaffection on the industrial union issue. 
At the 1934 convention, the issue was fought 
out behind closed doors in the Resolutions 
Committee. Leadership in the movement 
for a change in policy was assumed by John 
L, Lewis, the burly, auburn-maned president 
of the United Mine Workers of America. 
Lewis was supported by Sidney Hillman, 
president of the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers of America; Charles P. Howard, 
president of the Typographical Union, and 
David Dubinsky, president of the Interna- 
tional Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union. 

In the opposition were Matthew Woll, vice- 
president of the Photo Engravers’ Union, 
John P. Frey, who defended the craft union 
in the metal trades department of which he 
was president, and A. O. Wharton of the In- 
ternational Association of Machinists. 

In the end, a compromise resolution was 
prepared in the Resolutions Committee 
which kept the battle from the floor. 

* . > 


The industrial union advocates intimated 
that they had won their victory only upon 
agreeing to save the face of the craft union 
adherents. They waved away any sugges- 
tion that the resolution was “weasel-word- 
ed.” They changed their minds at the next 
convention, held in’ Atlantic City in 1985. 

The 1935 convention witnessed a long de- 
bate on the craft-industrial issue. On a test 


motion, the industrial union adherents lost - 


by 2 to 1. The significant thing about the 
outcome was that one-third of the votes fa- 
vored the minority report. 

Emboldened by the gratifying response of 
the 1935 convention to their standpoint, the 
industrial union group, comprising eight 
union heads, met in Atlantic City directly 
after the AFL convention ended and formed 
the Committee on Organization to 
carry on an educational campaign for indus- 
trial unionism. The AFL ordered the com- 


years, due, in great measure, to the revitali-. 


zation of interest in organization among peo- 
ple everywhere. 

Coinciding with the rige of the CIO, the 
federation’s progress was, curiously enough, 
along the line charted by its rival. 

Why is it so difficult for the two organiza- 
tions to make peace? In principle, there 
appears now to be no dividing line between 
the AFL and the CIO. The reasons are of 
a personal and ideological nature. 

It should be borne in mind that, at bottom, 
the real reason behind the suspension of the 
founding CIO unions was a question of con- 
trol, power. politics. Like any other organi- 
zation of a similar nature, the AFL is dom- 
inated by those who have the votes. The 
largest bloc of votes is held by the building 
trades unions and their allies. 

Among the building trade leaders, W. L. 
Hutcheson, president of the carpenters, was 
possibly the most insistent of those in the 
AFL hierarchy who demanded that the CIO 
unions be suspended from the AFL. He and 
others feared that if the CIO unions en- 
tered the next 1936 convention at Tampa, 
they might, by picking up more allies on the 
industrial union issue, capture a majority of 
the votes, take over the federation and con- 
duct a “purge” of officials. : 

° * * 


It was a great responsibility that the 17 
members of the AFL executive council took 
in the summer of 1936. Without warrant in 
the constitution, they suspended unions hav- 
ing close to 1,000,000 members. Then, at 
the Tampa convention. several months later, 
when the minority was absent, the leaders 
who controlled the meeting had it ratify 
what they had done. The split dates from 
suspension of the CIO unions, which some 
AFL leaders privately admit was unconsti- 
tutional and indefensible. 

When the Lewis group faced the extraor 
dinary task of organizing the basic and mass 
production industries, they were confronted 
by shortage of organizers: and leaders. 
They accepted support from all sources, even 
from the Communists. 7 

The Communists served the CIO well in 
the beginning. However, once strikes were 
won or organization was effected, the Com- 
munist leadership was not content to serve 
in humble capacities and fought for top 
dominations of some of the CIO unions.

OW that Britain and France are engaged 

in a war whose aim is the extirpation 
of Nazi-ism, the recent Fascist threat to 
world democracies is like the harmless per- 
cussion of a toy gun. Any book on Fas- 
cism, however well planned and executed, 
can hardly hold interest as such. 

“Fascist Italy” (American Book Co., New 
York), by William Ebenstein, University of 
Wisconsin political scientist, is more than 
the summation of a political and economic 
system. Besides being a careful attempt 
to present real conditions in Italy, it is a 
thorough analysis of that country’s diplo- 
Matic relations with the other Powers of 
Europe, the factors that have brought them 
about and the changes that may be effected.

Most writers today accept the fact that 
Italy hoped to make the Mediterranean an 
Italian sea, involving English and Frenct 
possessions, as far back as 1926. Responsible 
leaders of Fascist foreign policy realized 
the madness of antagonizing the two most 
powerful natiots in Europe. 

An effort was made to placate England 
on every side while propaganda selected 
France as the “hereditary” enemy. France, 
on the other hand, always regarding Italy as 
a powerful factor in the European situation, 
made concessions and agreements to keep 
diplomatic relations on a friendly basis. 

Now, according to Ebenstein, the rebirth 
of Germany as a first-class military Power 
has brought home to Fascists the dangers 
of a militaristic Germany in the North. Mus 
solini knows that a victorious war, fought 
on the side of Germany, would benefit Ger- 
many and preclude-the possibility of Fascist 
conquest in the Mediterranean.

DUFF COOPER WRITES 
ON ORIGIN OF WAR 


Former Cabinet Member At- 
tributes It to Failure of Brit- 
ish-French Russia Parleys. 


LONDON, Sept. 29 (AP).—Alfre¢ 
Duff Cooper, former War Secre- 
tary and former First Lord of the 
Admiralty, said in a book published 
yesterday that the failure of Great 
Britain and France to gain Soviet 
Russia’s adherence to the British- 
French front was a failure to pre- 
vent the outbreak of war. 

The author, once called a war- 
monger by Adolf Hitler, said this 
failure was “catastrophic” because 
“when Germany was assured of 
Russian neutrality she lost no time 
for she felt then that the risk could 
be taken, and pounced immediately 


upon Poland. 
He said that the title of his 
book—“The Second World War, 
First Phase”’—was chosen before 
the current hostilities began. 
He recounted that during the 18 
months he was War Secretary he 
“was in continual disagreement 
with Mr. Chamberlain, then Chan- 
cellor of the Hxchequer, concern- 
ing the size of our land forces.” 
Cooper was appointed War Sec- 
retary on Nov, 22, 1935. Less than 
two years later he became First 
Lord of the Admiraity, a post he 
held until Oct. 1, 1938, when he re- 
signed after the Munich confer. 
ence which led to the breakup of 
Czecho-Slovakia. (In his resigna- 
tion he wrote to Chamberlain, “I 
profoundly distrust the foreign pol- 
icy which the present Government 
is pursuing and seems likely to con- 
tinue to pursue.”)

Placed thus between the devil 
and the deep sea, European non- 
belligerents find that for them the 
only feasible form of neutrality is 
that provided by international law, 
un*ier which the primary duty of a 
neutral is that of strict impartiality 
in its relations to both belligerents, 
without discrimination or prefer- 
ence, so that a favor, to one must 
be extended to the other. How they 
are striving to maintain this policy 
may be learned through a brief 
summary of their trade activities 
under war conditions, as shown in 
information provided by the Bu- 
reau of Foreign and Domestic Com- 
merce of the Department of Com- 
merce. 


Division of Trade 


Denmark is selling nearly four- 
fifths of its butter to the United 
Kingdom and France, and about 
one-fifth to Germany. On the other 
hand, the Reich takes half of Den- 
mark’s cheese, and virtually all of 
its lard, fresh pork and hogs for 
slaughtering. If the hammer of 
German arms is poised above Den- 
mark, it rests also on the anvil of 
British blockade, which, through 
its control of imported feedstuffs 
from the United States, Canada and 
Argentina, could starve the coun- 
try’s dairy herds and livestock in 
short order by depriving them of 
corn, seed cakes and more than 
one-third of their oats. 


Sweden’s position is notably dif- 
ficult because Germany, whose war 
machine could net long exist with- 
out iron ore from Lapland, is never- 
theless seeking to destroy Swedish 
trade with the Allies by torpedoing 
her merchantmen. With character- 
istic Bazi adroitness, the Reich is 
usin its very cependence on 
Swe as a weapon. The latter 
might™retaliate with an embargo 
on iron exports, except that Ger- 
many would instantly be compelled 
to declare war. 


Sweden's exports to the belliger- 
ents have been about equally di- 
vided. More than half of its ex- 
ports to Germany consists of iron 
ore, and about one-third of its ship- 
ments to the United Kingdom com- 
prised lumber and wood pulp. To 
both it normally sells large volumes 
of meats, cream and milk, together 
with some quantities of high-grade 
steel. 

Norway continues to send about 
27 per cent of its exports to En- 
gland, 18 per cent to Germany and 
6 per cent to France. These wares 
are largely fresh and canned fish, 
furs and hides, wood pulp and pa- 
per, herring meal, fish oils, nickel, 
aluminum and zinc. 


U-boats Endanger Finland 


Finland’s export trade with En- 
gland, three times that with Ger- 
many, is endangered by the Reich's 
submarine campaign against Fin- 
nish cargo ships. To both coun- 
tries, Finland sends lumber, wood 
pulp and products, meats, butter, 
bacon and metals. German naval 
control of the Baltic, plus Russian 
dominance by land, is expected to 
cut off considerable trade plying to 
England from Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania, and consisting of wood 
pulp, dairy products, lumber, ba- 
con, meats and flax.

ports cattle, corn, bauxite, lard and 
fresh meats. 

German pressure on Yugoslavia 
is expected to diminish its normal 
exports to England and France of 
corn, cereals, fresh meats, poultry, 
eggs, lumber and wood products, 
hops and vegetables. Germany has 
in recent years appropriated the 
lion’s share of this country’s ex- 
ports, and takes from it large quan- 
tities of bauxite, raw copper, lum- 
ber, railroad ties, corn, wheat, flour, 
lard, hogs, cattle, horses, poultry, 
feathers, eggs, fresh mejts, bacon, 
sausages, prunes, apples, raisins, 
hemp and flax. 


Bulgaria and Turkey 


Germany is also the largest cus- 
tomer of Bulgaria and Turkey, the 
latter of which sends half its ex- 
ported foodstuffs to the Reich. In 
both countries the leading export 
commodity is tobacco. In addition, 
Bulgaria sells cattle, meats, eggs, 
wheat, hides and skins, poultry, ap- 
ples and sunflower seed cakes. Tur- 
key’s other exports are raisins, 
feathers, cotton, figs, mohair, wool, 
skins and chrome ore. 

An exception to the rule is 
Greece, the customers for whose 
exports are in order the United 
States, Turkey and Germany. The 
reason is that while Rumania, 
Bulgaria, Yugoslavia and Tur- 
key are _ self-sufficient in food- 
stuffs, Greece must import one- 
fourth of its wheat. The principai 
Greek exports are tobacco, fruits, 
olive oil, rugs, rosin, nuts, hides, 
bauxite, emery, chromium, mag- 
nesite and iron pyrites. 


The war is compelling Spain to 
revolutionize its entire export 
economy. A large percentage of its 
foreign trade, following Gen. Fran- 
co’s victory, was with Germany, on 
a barter basis. As Spain’s mer- 
chant marine was virtually  de- 
stroyed during the civil war, this 
commerce was carried in German 
ships from the Bay of Biscay to the 
North Sea. Whether Spain may 
continue its German trade in Itai- 
ian ships through Italian ports, 
particularly Trieste, will depepd on 
England’s policy as to contraband 
carried in Italian bottoms, Spain 
has the largest mercury deposits 
in the world, and is the world’s 
greatest producer of olive oil. Other 
leading articles of export are cork, 
wool, hides, fish, iron ore, copper, 
lead and zinc. 


Italy Lacks Iron 


Italy’s lack of coal and iron, it 
is thought, will prevent it from sell- 
ing directly any important quan- 
tities of arms and munitions to 
Germany, though there may have 
been airplane and automobile ship- 
ments. In 1938, the Reich, includ- 
ing Austria and Czecho-Slovakia, 
took $111,473,000 of Italy’s exports, 
as against $30,535,000 for the United 
Kingdot#%and $16,935,000 for France. 
The chief commodities sold were 
fruits, vegetables, nuts, skins, wines, 
mercury, hemp, artificial fibers, tex- 
tiles and rice. 3 

Switzerland’s exports in 1938 
were in order as follows: Germany 
(including Austria and Czecho-Slo- 
vakia), $65,205,000; the Unitea 
Kingdom, $33,794,000; and France, 
$27,736,000. To the three countries 
Switzerland sells principally 
watches and clocks, silk, cotton 
and rayon textiles, hides, cheese, 
instruments and apparatus, shoes 
and steel and iron manufactures. 

On account of the war, Portugal 
has lost an export trade to Ger- 
many which in 1938 amounted to 
$6,602,000. The figures for the 
United Kingdom were $10,536,000; 
and for France, $4,175,000. The 
chief export commodities are cork, 
wines, sardines and iron pyrites. 

Luxembourg, smallest of the neu- 
trals, is important because of its 
great iron deposits and furnaces, 
which export iron and steel prod- 
ucts to all the belligerentg. 


JAPAN'S PLANES BOMB 
CHUNGKING ‘SUBURBS 


Other Chinese Centers 100 to 
200 Miles Down Yangtze 
Also Are Attacked. 


CHUNGKING, Sept. 29 (AP).— 
Suburban areas of Chungking 
where the city’s airfield and indus- 
trial enterprises are situated were 
heavily bombed last night by Jap- 
anese warplanes. 

Authorities declined to discuss 
results of the raid.’ The city prop- 
er was untouched. Japanese bomb- 
ers also attacked Chinese centers 
from 100 to 200 miles down the 
Yangtze River from Chungking 
after bombing suburban areas here, 


Chinese Say Japanese Have Lost

SHANGHAI, Sept. 29 (AP). — 
Chinese reports said today that the 
Japanese driving toward Changsha, 
capital of Hunan Province, had fal- 
len back before a counter offensive 
of thousands of fresh troops. The 
Japanese continued to report ad- 
vances within 20 miles of the city. 

At Hongkong, Chinese denied 
earlier Japanese claims that Chang- 
sha was in flames and its defend 
ers fleeing. They quoted reports 
that the city was quiet and the de- 
fenders were steadily resisting at- 
tacks. Chungking spokesman as- 
serted the week-old Japanese of- 
fensive had cost the attackers 70,- 
000 men and 60 craft used in land- 
ing troops from Tungting Lake. 

In Kiangsi Province, the Chinese 
were said to have defeated the Jap- 
anese, virtually halting a Japanese 
drive near Kaoan.

hours below ground at a time, 


Trenches Dug in Garden. 


As the heavy shelling started and 
continued for seven days volun- 
teer groups spent many hours dig- 
ging great trenches in the garden, 
not for protection there but to fill 
sandbags to barricade the 20 base- 
ment windows. When the shelling 
was heavy and bombs dropped near 
we had to run for cover... Three 
women worked with the men on 
this job for hours. 

Victoria, former maid at the Em- 
bassy, was now installed as cook 


than the Consul-General. She was 
as nervous as everybody else under 
shell fire but so busy cooking for 
70 people and scouring the town 
for food that she had little time to 
think about shells and bombs. For 
on Sept. 10 the food shortage had 
begun to assume serious propor- 
tions and she visited a friendly 
baker, teiling him a pathetic story 
of 100 Americans including many 
babies and little children starving 
in the American Embassy. 

Despite our having better food 
reserves than many Polish fami- 
lies, he gave her 30 loaves and 
promised as many more in two 
days.

Water Problem Grows.

There was the 
possibility of the whole city supply 
being shut off. All bath tubs in 
the embassy and outlying buildings 
were filled to the top with drinking 
water, even wash tubs in the laun- 
dry, and no one was allowed to 
touch this under severe penalty. 

On the night of Sept. 14 there 
were two direct hits on the building 
next door, not more than 10 feet 
from the embassy, and hundreds 
of other shells landed only a short 
distance away. In the morning we 
found a tree down in the front of 
-the embassy and all the windows 
shattered. The careful work we 
had done with black paper and 
thumb tacks to darken the win- 
dows looked rather silly.

Mrs. Ruth Bryan Rohde Speaks. 

The guest speaker today was Mrs. 
Ruth Bryan Owen Rohde, former 
United States Minister to Denmark, 
now a faculty member of Monti- 
cello College at Godfrey, Ill. Speak- 
ing on “This Democracy of Ours,” 
she told of taking pupils on educa- 
tional tours of Washington and 
mentioned the appreciation afford- 
ed them of the responsibilities o2 
government. 

“When we are directing the at- 
tention of youth to the problems 
of Government,” Mrs. Rohde said, 
“we can show them there is a 
wider responsibility than the lim- 
its of our own land and that they 
must help solve the problems of 
the world. 

“If in the community somebody 
steals a watch, you have a police- 
man to arrest him, a court to try 
him, and a judge to sentence him; 
the whole community stands behind 
that action. But, if today, a great 
nation offends against the liberty 
of a small nation we have no po- 
liceman, no court, no judge to deal 
with that criminal. There is no 
reason why the whole world sould 
be turned out to stop one criminal 
any more than that the whole com- 
munity should be called out to ar- 
rest a burglar.” 

Talk by New York Official. 

Louis H, Pink, New York Super- 
intendent of Insurance, a partici- 
pant in the convention, described 
for the Post-Dispatch today opera- 
tion in his State of a system of 
life insurance available to small 
wage earners at reasonable rates 
under State sponsorship. 

Since a law creating a savings 
bank life insurance system became 
effective about six months ago, he 
said, more than $5,000,000 in policies 
had been written. Pink estimated 
the average policy was for about 
$600.. The Massachusetts mutual 
savings bank insurance system, the 
only other one of the kind in the 
United States, has been in effect 
for 30 years. 

Under the New York law the 
State functions in a regulatory ca- 
pacity and does the actuarial work. 
It also supplies a medical examiner, 
Pink said. Six banks write and dis- 
tribute the policies, while six other 
banks act as agents, most of the 12 
being situated in New York City. 

About 25 Pct. Cheaper. 

Pink estimated that the average 
policy was about 25 per cent cheap- 
er than the ordinary industrial type 
policy and about the same cost as 
an ordinary policy written by a 
non-participating company. No 
canvassing is permitted, although 
advertising is permissible. Banks 
handling the State-sponsored in- 
surance do so at cost. 

“T would call the New York 
measure a worth-while”~ experi- 
ment,” Pink said, “although I 
doubt if the savings-bank insurance 
ever will have.enough volume to 
displace industrial companies, How- 
ever, its competitive effect is of 
benefit. We find there is a ten- 
dency for higher wage earners to 
purchase policies which were in- 
tended as a service to those 
smaller income.”

REPEATED IN ROME 


German-Soviet Russian Move 
Declared in Line With 
Italian. Desires. 


ROME, Sept. 29 (AP).—Italian of- 
ficials said today they hoped that 
the German-Soviet Russian accord 
just announced in Moscow would 
lead Great Britain and France to 
settle their war with Germany. 
They said the announcement that 
Germany and Russia would seek a 
settlement was in line with the 
already expressed Italian desire for 
such a termination of the con- 
flict. 

They regarded Italy as among the 
“friendly Powers” which the Ger- 
man-Russian declaration said might 
aid in bringing about a settlement, 
but expressed doubt that Italy would 
take any formal initiative unless 
requested. 

Official sources said Germany had 
supplied Italy with an official re- 
port on the new Moscow accord. 

An Italian report from Berlin 
that Germany would refrain from 
starting an offensive on the West- 
ern front, but probably would try 
to break the British blockade with 
air attacks was widely published 
in the Fascist press.

DIAGNOSIS: This is an age-old problem, and’ has caused enormous 
worry and unhappiness throughout the ages. Viewed from a purely 
scientific angle, we know that inbreeding simply accentuates the char- 
acteristics of the parents. If they have recessive traits which lead to 
feeblemindedness or deafness or other objectionable heritages, then such 
intermarriage will tend to produce more of these afflicted persons in 
their children. If, however, the parent stock on both sides is sound, 
being free from mental and physical stigmata, then inbreeding will also 
accentuate the good stock. 

As feeblemindedness is inherited, so also is brilliance. In fact, 
Prof. Knight Dunlap of Johns Hopkins once wrote a very challenging 
treatise advising inbreeding. His view was that such marriages would 
quickly bring to the surface the objectionable recessive traits, and 
then by institutionalizing these defective children, we could soon free 
mankind entirely from such blemishes in our germ plasm. His idea is 
good in theory, but will obviously never be fulfilled in practice.
